REPORT OF 


Superintending Committee. 


To THe Crrizens or Troy :— 

Again the close of the school year comes around, and the 
annual report is called for, which is herewith respectfully sub- 
mitted. 

The year has been one of quietness and satisfaction, and 
the schools have maintained their usual proficiency and with 
good results. 

The amount of money appropriated for the support of 
schools the past year was $1200. The amount raised by tax, 
$800. Literary fund, interest of school fund note, dog tax and 
amount appropriated from savings bank tax, $400. This amount 
was apportioned among the several districts as follows :

Number of scholars attending two weeks or more, accord- 
ing to the following tabular statement, one hundred and fifty- 
six; boys, seventy; girls, eighty-six.

TEACHERS. 

A good teacher is a person not found every day. As the 
teacher is, so is the school, or as has been said, and rightly, too, 
it is the teacher that makes the school. The character of any 
school will not rise above that of the teacher. 

Only such teachers should be secured as are competent to 
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teach, and in hiring teachers the question of competency should 
be the main one. It is not sufficient recommendation for 
teachers that they will work for small pay, or that they know 
everything that should be taught. 

A person may have sufficient knowledge to pass the gradu- 
ating examination of a high school and yet be unfit to teach 
even little children, although we frequently hear it said that 
any one can teach children. 

The disposition, natural ability and tact are important ele- 
ments in the makeup of a successful teacher. 

Parties often feel interested in some persons because they 
are relatives or friends, but that should be no reason why 
schools should be given them. 

Our teachers the past year have been good and have ren- 
dered the best service of which they were capable, and I think 
the scholars have appreciated and tried to improve'all the facil- 
ities thus offered. 

PARENTS. 

Parents should not forget that they have a duty to per- 
form. The schools exist for the benefit of their children, and 
in order that as much benefit may be obtained from the schools 
as possible, the scholars should be prompt and regular in 
attendance, and should be encouraged in all well doing: and 
much of this depends upon the parents. The record of tardi- 
ness, absence and dismissals still continues to mar the appear- 
ance of the columns of the teacher’s register. Such instances 
are of course excusable when they are the result of necessity 
and not of negligence. 

Sometimes it would seem that scholars have been kept 
out of school, or allowed to stay away on pretense of doing 
work, when there was no good reason why the work could not 
have been done outside of school hours. Again it is not very 
pleasant for a teacher, and no good to school or scholar to see 
one, two or three pupils take their books and leave the last day 
of the term, or the last few days of aterm. Such instances 
should not occur on no excuse whatever except that of an abso- 
lute necessity. Parents should see to it, therefore, that their. 
children are at school every day and in season, that they may 
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not be afraid or ashamed to be present at the close of the term 
and have their names appear upon the roll of honor. 

As before remarked, it is very unpleasant to a teacher, not 
so well for school or scholars to have pupils leave the last day 
or the last few days of a term, without any excuse except that 
of indifference, and especially so to have such pupils seen roam- 
ing about with a gun or fishing rod over their shoulders. 


PUPILS. 


The pupils are the important factors in our schools, and it 
is for them that all the work is done. They should consider it 
a duty as well as a privilege to manifest a willingness and an 
interest in the school work, and try to do all they can for them- 
selves, for without this all the time, labor, patience and expendi- 
ture of money will be of no avail, as no teacher, however good, 
and no parent however interested and anxious, can accomplish 
but little, unless the pupils show a disposition and willingness 
to learn and give their attention to their studies. They should 
remember that through our common schools the door has been 
opened by which many have passed from the humblest circum- 
stances to positions of trust, responsibility and renown. 

But it should be remembered that it was those who wisely 
improved the privileges afforded. The many illustrious men 
and women throughout the land who were natives of our little 
Granite State, will tell that the influence of the early training 
they received in the “old district school house,” has been an 
_ important factor in shaping their course and character. 


SCHOOLS. 


The summer term of the Grammar school was taught by 
Mrs. L. B. Wright, who reported this to be the one hundred 
and fourteenth term of school taught by her. It is hardly nec- 
essary to comment upon a term of school taught by a teacher 
of so much experience. Suffice it to say the school did well. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Charles E. Har- 
vey of Pittsfield, N. H., who came well recommended. The 
examination at the close of the fall term, which was only par- 
tial, showed fair progress. The winter examination which coy- 
ered the ground gone over during both terms was very satisfac- 
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tory. The questions were answered promptly and correctly. 
The scholars seemed to understand well the subjects taken up. 
Mr. Harvey succeeded in gaining the good will of the school, 
and there was a hearty sympathy and co-operation on the part 
of both teacher and pupils. As a teacher Mr. Harvey ranks 
well. There were forty five visitors present at the closing 
examination. 

The summer term at the North Primary was tassel by 
Miss Cora F. Butler. A good teacher, thoroughly interested in 
her work. Good progress was made. 

The fall and winter terms were under the instruction of 
Miss Abbie A. Baker of Keene. Good progress was made. 

The South Primary was taught during the year by Miss 
Anna L. Adams. This was her first experience. She was in- 
terested in the work, and easily maintained the good will of the 
scholars. The order, deportment and recitations were good 
during the year. 

District No. 2 was taught by Miss Sara T. Perry of Fitzwil- 
liam. The attendance during the year was good; the scholars 


kept good order and devoted their time to study, and they 


made very good and thorough advance in all studies. 

Miss Hattie J. Collins of Keene taught during the year in 
District No. 8. Miss Collins is a good teacher and the scholars 
did well; order and deportment good; lessons well learned 
and thoroughly understood. ‘There was marked improvement 
in reading. The school house was beautifully decorated with 
evergreen and laurel at the close of the summer term. 

Summer term in District No. 4 was taught by Miss Abbie 
A. Baker. This was Miss Baker’s first appearance in our town 
as a teacher. Good advance was made in all studies, and the 
order and discipline of the school were good. 

The fall term was under the instruction of Miss M. Abbie 
Farrar. This was Miss Farrar’s first attempt at teaching. She 
won the love of the scholars and labored earnestly for the good 
of the school. The closing examination was creditable to both 
teacher and pupils. | 

According to a vote of District No. 1, aterm of six weeks 
was taught by Miss Gertrude W. Corey at the house of L. H. 
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Merrifield. There were only three scholars, who received their 
first instruction under school discipline. 


CONCLUSION. 

The schools another year will be under a different manage- 
ment according to the provisions of the new school law. It is 
well understood that the law is intended to grant equal privi- 
leges and benefits to all, the children in the small districts upon 
the outskirts as well as those in the village centers, and these 
results will be secured with an efficient board of education. 
The operation of the law will not make any radical changes in 
our schools or district boundaries. 

During the four years we have been called upon to act as 
Superintendent we have undeavored to discharge faithfully and 
impartially the duties imposed upon us by the laws of the State, 
and we would bear testimony to the general co-operation and 
courtesy which have been extended by parents, citizens, teach- 
ers and scholars in all our official visits and examinations, and 
express a wish that the same cordial relations and intelligent 
co-operation may exist between them and any future Committee 
or Board of Education.
